| 
By Giving Good Cuts to Customers =| 


When the question is asked wile th 
cr a local butcher can help increase 
lamb 
consumption, 
the 
answer is 
best 
found by pratical illustration 
with 
what 
Ferdinand 
Dry I ns, of 
Lafayette, has done during the last 
five years. 
A few years ago Mr. 
Dry fits had a vision of getting peo­ 
ple in the vicinity of Lafayette to 
consume more lamb. 
Today these 
well outlined plans show results. 
‘'Five year- ago we cut tour to 
live lamb carcasses a week in our 
retail shop and sold ten or a dozen 
lamb carcasses each week from the. 
packing plant. 
Today we cut twen­ 
ty live to thirty lamb carcasses ev­ 
ery week in our retail shop and sell 
forty to eight v from our packing 
plant to the local butchers and those 
of 
neighboring 
towns,” 
said Mr. 
Dryfus, owner of the Drylits Hack­ 
ing plant. 
“ How did you 
do it ?” 
was the 
question a bystander asked. 
“VV ho 
rn it that you sell four or five times 
a^ many lamb carcasses now as you 
did five years ago?” 
“ There are several good reasons,” 
aid Mr. Dryfus, “and the answer 
i- simply this. First of* all when peo­ 
ple ask us for lamb, they get lamb 
of the best 
quality 
that 
we have 
available. 
We do not sell them mut­ 
ton for lamb, neither do we sell them 
goat meat for lamb. 
When a cus­ 
tomer asks 
for 
some 
good lamb 
chops, we do 
not give 
him some 
some chops from an old buck. When 
he calls for a good roast of lamb, 
that roast never conies from an old 
ewe. 
We sell 
lamb for 
what it is, 
and the same is 
true 
of mutton. 
Those who practice in that kind of 
service can never build up a lamb 
trade. 
We feel that this has been 
our biggest factor in building up our 
lamb trade iii Lafayette, 
“There are other reasons, howev­ 
er. why we 
have been 
able to get 
our customers to consume more lamb 
than they did a few years ago. 
It 
rn the most healthful meat produced 
| and we have always emphasized that

If the people only took into
